' health with loud acclaim and sang his 
j "Hymn to the Pillory." In this hymn 
: O'-cnr these lines: 


Teil them the m«-n that placed him her* 


Are scandals to the tireies; 


Are at a loss to find his guilt 


And can't commit his crimes.
